SIX THOUSAND FILIPINOS.

Through [Mud and Water to Their Waists the Gallant Men 
Under Gen. MacArthur Struggle Forward Against 
the Strongly-entrenched Enemy. 


Attack Opened Early in the Morning With Shelling of Bacolor—San 
Antonio Taken and the Enemy’s Right Flanked—Our Right 
Takes Cutcuz With Spiendid Fighting. 

Angeles Now Menaced. 


_[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 


MANILA, Aug. 9.—(Exclusive Dispatch.) Gen. MacArthur has driven the in- 
surgents away from San Fernando and commenced a forward movement that will” 
not stop until he has taken and established himself at Angeles, a base of infinitely 
greater impertance than the one he has occupied for two months past. He whipped 
the rebels wherever he found them, and, despite the serious impzdiment offered by 
the nature of the country and the intense heat, moved spsedily and in good order. 

He left San Fernando this morning with a force of 5000 men, made up of the 
Ninth, Tweifth, Sixteenth, Seventeenth regiments of regular infantry, the Thirty- 
sixth and Fifty-first lowa (volunteer) regiments, and was resisted by a force esti- 
mated at 6020. There was intermittent fighting along his entire front all day, but 
there were but two sharp engagements, in which he lost less than forty killed and 
wounded, against very heavy loss on the part of the enemy. 

The flooded country offered more resistance than did the rebels. In five hours 
only five miles were gained and _ of the time the men were in mud and water to 
their waists. 

The Thirty-sixth, the new volunteer infantry regiment commanded by Geshing 
Col. Bell, opened the ball. At 2 v’clock this morning it marched quietly out of San 
Fernando and fell upon Bacolor, which it took after a sharp fight. An armored car 
propelled by hand led the attack. Brig.- -Gen. Liscomb’s command, the pg and 
Ninth Infantry, with four guns of the Third Artillery, moved to the west; Gen. 
Wheaton, with the Twenty-second Infantry, Fifty-first lowa ani minor In- 
fantry, with two guns, moved to the east. | 

The two guns were first dragged over the road by horses, eid then all of the 


guns shelled the enemy for half an hour. drawing only a light reply, but the infan- 


try advancesdrew a heavy fire. San Antonio was taken first, and the enemy’s right 
flanked. Then there was a division of forces, and the right wing swung out and 
captured Cutcuz. The lowans and Seventeenth Infantry and Bell’s regiment fought 
splendidly. England’s battery was also very serviceable. 

Gen. MacArthur is only three miles from Angeles tonight, and he will go in 
Angeles is said to be a warehouse for rebel stores and ammunition. 

ADDITIONAL DETAILS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY BEPORT.] 

MANILA, Aug. 9, 7:10 p-m.—[By Manila Cable.] Details of Gen. Mac- 
Arthur’s advance beyond San Fernando showed that the Americans covered five 
miles the first five hours, and at 2 0’clock had advanced six miles along the railroad 
stretching on each side of it for two miles, and resting at night three miles from, 
Angeles, which will be made the northern base of operations instead of San Fer- 
nando, where a garrison of 620 men has been left. The casualties are between 
thirty and forty. 

The Filipinos were surprised, expecting the American forces to move against 
Ticao. They followed their usual tactics of holding their trenches unti! they became 
too warm, then retiring in disorder. oa are now falling back westward through 
Poroc. 

The Twelfth and Seventeenth regiments had the sharpest engagements. The 
country which our troops passed over is covered with rice fields and bamboo 
thickets, the hardest possible ground for marching. The mud in places was knee 
deep. Angeles is one of the riché$t towns north of Manila, and is considered to be 
a better base of operations than San Fernando. 

The forces at San Fernando consisted of the lowa Regiment, the Seventeenth 
Regiment, the Ninth Regiment, the Twelfth Regiment, Bell’s New Thirty-sixth 
Regiment, a battalion of the Sixteenth Regiment, Troop E of the Fourth Cavalry 
and 1§ guns. The movement had been planned for some time, but was delayed. by 
rains. Finally two days of sunshine dried the rice fields sufficiently to permit the 
attempt. 

The Americans’ position had long been unpleasant. The rebel army surrounded 
the town and fired nightly into it, the Americans not replying except on extreme 
provocation. It was necessary to keep five hundred or six hundred men on outpost 
duty constantly. 

The American loss in the fighting about San etesiihe at 3 o’clock was known 
to be 8 men killed and 26 wq@gnded. The loss may possibly exczed these figures, as 
the line is five miles long, and it is impossible at this hour to hear from every point. 
Our troops are now about Angeles, waiting for the artillery, which has the greatest 
difficulty in moving, owing to the wet ground. 

The attack was opened at 5 o’clock in the morning, a battery of the First Artil- 
lery shelling Bacolor on the left. Simultaneously Bell’s Thirty-sixth Infantry struck 
Bacolor from the south and drove the rebels out. Armored cars, each with a 
6-pounder ani two Gatiing revolving cannon on board, were mounted on the rail- 
road track in the center ofour lines. Soon afterwards the guns did sharp execution, 

Battery M of the Third Artillery and a hundred men of the lowa Regiment made 
a feint toward Mexico, while the main body of troops, consisting of the lowa Regi: 
ment, the Seventeenth Regiment and a battalion of the Twenty-second Regiment 
under Gen. Wheaton on the right, and the Ninth Regiment, Twelfth Regim:nt and 
Bell’s regiment under Gen. Liscomb, on the left, advanced steadily, pouring their 
fire into the rebels and receiving a heavy fire in return. 

The rebels were well protected by trenches and seemed not to Jack ammunition, 
but they were unable to withstand for any length of time the hail of shot our artill- 
ery and infantry poured in on them, and retreated, leaving dead and wounded on 
the field. A dozen prisoners were captured by our troops. 


The reports indicate that the Ninth Infantry suffered the most, though the cas: 


ualties of all the regiments are not yet reported. The weather was extremely hot, 
and our troops suffered greatly, but there was no faltering. 

A company of the Sixth Regiment went to the relief of Ball’s regiment this af- 
ternoon. Ths firing, ‘except at isolated points, had ceased by 10 o'clock. 

Capt. Deems, with a provost guard, last night captured a noted Filipino fakir, 
with several aliases, who, by means of ventriloquism, had persuaded the natives 
that he has supernatural powers. Hs raised much money, ostensibly for the insur- 
rection, which he kept for himself. Our soldiers surrounded his house and corralled 
thirty Filipinos. Many others escaped. The troops also captured $1099. Immanual, 
as the fakir is generally known, has been predicting the fall of Manila. His prophe- 
sies have created excitement among the natives, 4vho believed them. | 

Reports from native sources say 150 Filipinos were killed in Gen. Hall’s en-

STEAMER SATURNUS BURNING. 


The Yorktown Reports Her Totally 
Wrecked—San Fernando Shelled, 
[ASSUCLATED PRESS DAY REVORT.] 


MANILA, Aug. 9.—[By Manila Ca- 
ble.] The steamer Saturnus of the 
Compafiia Martitima, coasting under 
the’ American flag, was discovered 
August 2 by the United States gunboat 
Pampanga beached at San Fernando 
under the insurgent trenches there. 
The steamer was boarded by an armed 
boat’s crew and the passengers were 
off. The cargo, consisting of general 
merchandise and $100,000 in specie, had 
been sacked. Several attempts to tow 
the Saturnus off were unsuccessful.

CAREFUL OF THE MEN. 


NAVY DEPARTMENT WILL LET 
THEM COOL OFF AWHILE. 


Acting on Admiral Dewey’s Sugges- 
tion, Vessels of the Fleet are Or- 
dered Sent to the Northward of 
Manila. Whenever Possible. | 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Responding to the sugges- 
tion made by Admiral Dewey, the Navy 
Department has directed that officers 
and men on the Asiatic station shall be 
partially relieved during the next few 
months from the enervating effects of 
long and constant service in the Philip- 
pines. A dispatch was sent today to 
Rear-Admiral Watson, commander of 
the station, directing him to send, ac- 
cording to his own discretion, several 
vessels under his command in rotation to 
Yokohama or some other port far north 
of Manila, the stay of each vessel in 
northern waters to be determined by 
the needs of the service in the Philip- 
pines. This step is taken entirely in 
behalf of the officers and men of the 
fleet. many of whom are now suffereing 
from the effects of their stay in the 
tropics. 

A letter was received at the Navy 
Department yesterday from Admiral 
Dewey, suggesting that this step be 
taken. It was his idea that the naval 
service at Manila and among the isl- 
ands would not be impaired if: several 
vessels should be ordered by twos and 
threes to Yokohama or some port 
equally far north. It is expected Rear- 
Admiral Watson will comply with the 
directions of the Navy Department at 
once. Upon arrival at Yokohama or 
such other ports as may be selected, 
the men will be allowed generous shore 
leave.

The 
Leda then fired a shot, which disabled 
the Etoile de Mer and killed her helms- 
man.

YAQUIS KILL A RANCHER AND 
THREE WOMEN. 


Five Thousand Head of Stolen Cattle 
Driven to the Mountains as 
Provisions for a Pro- 
tracted Siege. 


Gen. Torres’s Troops and Savages 
Now Only a Few Miles Apart. 
Mexicans Better Prepared 
Than Heretofore. 


Government in Close Touch With 
the Situation—War Department 
Knows the Location of Each 
Hostile Band. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

GUAYMAS (Mex.,) Aug... 9.—[Exciu- 
sive Dispatch.] No further news of ihe 
impending encounter between the Ya- 
qui Indians and Gen. Torres’s troops 
has yet been received. Stories of wout- 
rages and pillaging by small bands of 
Indians continue to come in. Yester- 
day several soldiers visited the ranch 
that had been looted by Indians and 
found there the lifeless bodies of the 
rancher, his wife and two daughters. 
The man had been shot and the women 
outraged and their throats cut. 

The Indians are collecting cattle 
wherever possible, and driving them 
toward the mountains. Five thousand 
head have already been driven off, ac- 
cording to conservative estimates, and 
the inference is that the warriors are 
preparing to’ retreat to the mountains 
and withstand a long siege. 

Gen. Torres’s troops and the Indians 
are now only a few miles apart. It 1s 
thought the Indians intend making a 
determined stand, and if defeated, 
break up into small bands, and make 
their way to the hills, where it will be 
impossible to dislodge them. Here- 
tofore no large body of Indians has 
been seen. They have been scouring 
the country in small parties, but for 
the past two weeks they have been 
concentrating near Bicam, where Tor- 
res’s forces are now massed. 


MEXICAN PLANS COMPLETE. 


Government is in Touch With Every 
Vital Point.

given. The present uprising has been 
expected for over a year. The first 
information of the contemplated out- 
break was given Gen. Torres by the 
old Yaqui chief Tetabiate several 
months ago, and immediately there- 
after the avork of massing troops in 
the State began, and there are now 
over eight thousand available men, 
armed and equipped, and ready for the 
active campaign that is before them. 
The war will be over in a few months.” 
Sefior Sorna said the Indians had 
committed many murders and had de- 
stroyed a large amount of property 
belonging to the peaceable Mexicans 
before he left the valley. They had 
one fight with a small force of Mexi- 
ean troops near the village of Onava, 
resulting in the defeat of the Yaquis, 
their loss in killed being nine men. 
One Mexican was killed and two 
wounded in the fight. |

DESIRED THEY BE MADE PART OF 
ALASKAN TREATY.

Rights of Prospectors Who Located 
Diggings on Canadian Soil Being 
Looked After by Former Con- 
gressman Lewis of Washington. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TLMES.] 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Former Congressman James 
Hamilton Lewis of the State of Wash- 
ington reached here today. He comes 
to press claims of American miners 
against Canoda. 

When the Klondike strike was ‘iret 
made about three thousand miners, 
mostly from California, made a rush 
for the Atlin district, which lies in 
British soil, and located claims there, 
They found some splendid properties 
and immediately began working them 
for ail they were worth. Soon there- 
after the Canadian government discov- 
ered what was going on, and passed 
a law prohibiting aliens from holding 
mining property on Canadian soil. They 
made this law retroactive, so as to 
catch'these California miners who had 
located in the Atlin district. The next 
step was to make the Americans g.ve 
up their property. 

Since that time, Lewis says, this 
property has been bonded by Canada 
for $1,000,000, which makes it abso- 
lutely certain {it is Worth that amount. 
Now Lewis intends to go before the 
State Department tomorrow morning 
and insist in behalf of these miners 


‘that their claims be made a part of any 


treaty negotiations with Canada and 
further to insist that no negotiations 
be had with Great Britain unless these 
claims are included as part of them. 

Lewis will recall to the State De- 
partment the fact that when, during 
the Bering Sea muddle, Canadian ships 
were destroyed, claims were promptly 
filed in Washington for their value. 


If these claims were just, Levis de- 
Clares that claims of these miners are 


just also. He will ask that immediate 
instructions be sent to Ambassador 
Choate.

EAST ST. LOUIS IRISH WILL NOT BE 
EXCOMMUNICATED. 


Bishop Janssen’s Appointment of a 
German Priest Leads to Rebel- 
lion—Stars and Stripes and the 
Green Flag Raised and Stale 
Eggs Brought Out. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

ST. LOUIS, Aug. 9.—The decree of 
Bishop Janssen of the Roman Catholic 
diocese of Bellevelle,. Ill., excommuni- 
cating the members of St. Patrick’s 
congregation of East St. Louis, who are 
in'rebellion against his authority in the 
matter of appointing a German-born 
priest to succeed an Irish-American 
rector, went into effect at noon today, 
when the communicants held a meet- 
ing in defiance of the prelate. 

Last Sunday the decree was read in 
every church in the Belleville diocese, 
and last night at a largely attended 
meeting, the members of St. Patrick’s 
decided not to submit to it. The meet- 
ing, held today in open defiance of 
Bishop Janssen, brought to a climax 
the trouble that had been brewing for 
several months, or ever since this ap- 
pointment of Father Cluse as rector, 
in opposition to the wishes of the con- 
Sregation, who are al] Irish or Irish- 
Americans. About six hundred persons 
fall under the ban. 

The Stars and Stripes and the Irish 
flag floated from a flagstaff in the yard 
of St. Patrick’s Church, where the meet. 
ing today was held. About the church 
was a detail of guards ‘armed with 
blackthorns. Inside the enclosure were 
Several cases of stale eggs which. it 
is said, will be showered at the bishop 
or any of his friends who undertake to 
assume charge of the church property. 
Fastened to the front gate was an ©pen 
cigar bax to which was tacked a card 
bearing the words: “Excommunication 
money.” The box was placed in posi- 
tion to receive contributions to be used 
in maintaining the fight against 
Bishop Janssen. 

Neither Bishop Janssen nor any rep- 
resentative made his appearance at the 
church, and after waiting for a while 
those assembled dispersed, with the ex- 
ception of a small guard. Before they 
went home the parishioners were told 
to meet tonight, when they 
given specific information touching 
their future course. This information, 
it is declared, is that the leaders of the 
so-called “rebellion’’ have been in com- 
munication with Mer. Martinelli; the 
papal representative in Washington. A 
representative of the parish has been in 


received from this source of authority 
in the East which read: “Hold fast. 
Disregard the excommunication.”

SIX FIREMEN HURT. 


DISASTROUS EARLY MORNING 
FIRE AT SAN FRANCISCO. 


Grand Central Market and a Res- 
taurant Destroyed—Several Other 
Buildings Much Damaged 
by Fire and Water. 


Roof of the Market Falls in and 
Entraps Firemen Who are Res. 
cued, Badly Injured, by 
Their Comrades, 


Mysterious Killing of Frank Landis, 
United States Granted Rights at 
Hankow—San Francisco’s 
Servings Banks. 


[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 10.—Six fire- 
men were injured last night near the 
corner of Market and Sixth streets 
while in the discharge of their duty. 

Early in the evening a fire caused 
by an overheated range broke out in 
the restaurant of Star & Owen at No, 
9 Sixth street. It quickly spread to an 
adjoining building, a lodging-house. 
The saloons of Hoover Bros. and James 
Conway next caught the blaze, and 
soon the Grand Central Market was en- 
veloped in flames. 

Just as the firemen had the fire un- 
der control the roof of the market fell 
with a resounding crash, and several 
firemen were caught under the débris. 
A cry of horror went up from the im- 
mense crowd that was viewing the 
fire from Market street, and, breaking 
through the police lines, many of the 
excited spectators rushed to the assist- 
ance of the wounded men. 

/: few minutes later a portion of the 
burning building fell, but, fortunately, 
the crowd of rescuers received warning 
of the threatened collapse and es- 
caped just as the heavy timbers 
crashed to the ground. : 

The cries of the firemen who had been 
injured \y the falling of the roof could 
be distinctly heard by their comrades, 
and without waiting for orders from 
the chief cr his assistants, they plunged 
into the burning building and carried 
the sufferers to places of safety. These 
injured were: 

JOHN M’GIVINS, a member of en- 
gine company No. 10, fractured hip and 
an extensive scalp wound. 

DANIEL HIGGINS of truck No. 1, 
thigh broken. 

DAVE LEVY of engine No. 14, scalp 
badly torn. | 

EUGENE CROWE, foreman of truck 
No. 1, head severely cut. 

JOHN FEEHAN of engine 10, knee 
wrenched. 

SIDNEY CUMMINGS of truck No. 4, 
Slightly injured about the head. 

After an hour’s hard work, the fire- 
men succeeded in subduing the flames. 
In addition to the destruction of the 
market and restaurant, a barber shop 
owned by Sterns & Hagan at No. ll 
Sixth street. Jourhouse’s’ saloon on. 
' Marketstreet, dry goods store of J. W. 
Pendergast, at No. 7 Sixth street and a 
florist store kept by Kahn & Lasser at 
No. 5 Sixth street were damaged by 
fire and water. The property loss was 
about $15,000. 


JAPAN-CHINA UNION. 


Alliance Against Other Nations Had 
Been Agreed Upon, 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

VICTORIA (B. C.,) Aug. 9.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] After all their difficul- 
ties, it is probable, according to ad- 
vices received by yesterday’s oriental 
liner, that China and Japan will very 
shortly enter into offensive and defen- 
sive alliance against all the rest of the 
world. The pact of the union was in- 
deed reported to have been signed at 
Peking. July 24. Although there is offi- 
cial denial that the negotiations have 
reached this stage, it is admitted that 
the consummation of the alliance will 
probably be brought about’ very 
shortly. 

The chief obstacle in the way of the 
treaty-makers is the unswervable hos- 
tility of Li Hung Chang, who cannot 
yet forget or forgive Japan’s victory 
in the late appeal to arms. On the other 
hand, Marquis Ito is said to be as anx- 
ious for the union as are Princes Ching 
and Yung Yu, the two leading advo- 
cates: on the Chinese side. The negotia- 
tions resulted from Marquis Ito’s visit 
to China about one year ago, and have 
since been carried on by Ito’s private 
secretary at Peking, and by Kotais and 
Liu Chao, as special envoys froin Ja- 
pan, at Tokio. The two statesman 
named left Japan’s capital for home 
June 8, and it is understood a practical 
agreement between the two govern- 
ments had been reached at that date.

She 
called the Justice of the Peace, and an 
investigation was made. Landis had 
been shot in the stomach.

He was around town last evening in, 
his usual good spirits, and played a 
game of. billiards before going home. 
His clothing where the ball entered the 
body was badly powder-burned. The 
lamp in the office had been overturned. 

The circumstances all point to a mur- 
der. but the object is not clear, as 
nothing in the store was molested, and 
Landis’s watch and money on his per- 
s0n were not disturbed. The shooting 
is thought to have taken place shortly 
after 10 o’clock, as neighbors recall 
the fact that they heard two shots at 
that time. 

If robbery was the object, the perpe- 
trator of the crime was. evidently 
frightened immediately after the fatal 
shot. It could hardly have been a 
case of murder for revenge, as he was 
a man of exceeding popularity, and had 
no known enemies. Landis’s father is 
John Landis, a merchant of Sacra- 
mento, and his brother is J. B. Landis,

Gen. Shafter Recommends Filling Up 
the Thirty-fifth Regiment. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.}] 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—Gen. Shaf- 
ter has forwarded to Adjt.-Gen. Cor- 
bin a dispatch he received yesterday 
from Lieut.-Col. Plummer, who is or- 
ganizing the Thirty-fifth Infantry at 
Vancouver Barracks, Wash. The dis- 
patch is in reply to one sent from the 
department suggesting that slow prog- 
ress was being made in recruiting that 
regiment, and that efforts should be 
put forth to hurry along. Lieut.-Col. 
Plummer says: 
“Every possiktle effort is being made 


coming much faster since regimental 
recruiting officers have been out. There 
are now 253 men here (Vancouver.) 
The material is exceptionally good. 
Southern California and other portions 
of the district have not been covered. 
It is believed there is ample material 
in the district to fill the regiment with 
the same class of men as those already 
secured. About 500 men of the Second 
Oregon Volur..eers will arrive in Port- 
land within a few days, and it is be- 
lieved that many of these will enlist 
in this regiment. In view of these 
facts, it is earnestly recommended that 
recruiting officers in the East be can- 
tioned to select only the most desirable 
men, as it is beliéved the best intérests 
of the service will be served by filling 
the regiment, as far as possible, from 
the district allotted to it.” 

In forwarding this to the War De- 
partment, Gen. Shafter says: “In my 
opinion recruiting will be more rapid 
as soon as the Oregon regiment gets 
back. and as officers of the regiment 
are dispersed throughout. the country, 
but there are very few surplus men in 
California. I recommend that if re- 
ceruits are available for the Thirty-fifth 
they be sent from the East.” |

Editor of Suppressed Havana Paper 
Issues a Statement; 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT. ] 

NEW YORK, Aug.'9.—A. Cervantes, 
editor, and Ricardo Arnauto, manoger 
of El Reconcentrado, the suppressed. 
Havana newspaper, who are on the way 
‘o Washingtof to complain of their 
wrongs, have issued a joint statement 
as follows: “El Rg®encentrado was in 
existence long before the war between 


America and Spain had begun. Be- 


to recruit this regiment. Recruits are 


cause the radical and liberty-loving 
policy of the paper the Spanish offi- 
cers thought well to suppress the 
paper, and for a time its regular is- 
sues ceased. It was only on July 31, 
and by order of Gen. Ludlow of the 
American army, thet the office was 
finally closed. 

“El Beconcentrado was an indepen- 
dent organ, whose aim was the inde- 
pendence of Cuba ard at the same time 
was the only recognized organ of the 
Cuban army. Today there is no inde- 
pendence in Cuba and I cannot be led 
to believed that after my experience as 
an editor that the American flag floats 
over the island of Cuba. In fact the 
inhabitants, many of them, still think 
that the Spanish emblem floats over 
Moro Castle. They have no reason to 
know any difference. 

“The police of Havona were deathly 
against the principles of the paper and 
Rafael Cardenas, the Chief of Police, 
did his utmost to have the paper sup- 
pressed because certain officers were 
charged with dishonesty. In order that 
the paper might be suppressed the edi- 
tor and staff were threatened with ar- 
rest and imprisonment. Though the 
editor and a few members of the staff 
escaped imprisonment, some of the em- 
ployés of the paper were locked up in 
the bastile in Havana for a period of 
sixty days, during which time they 
were cmpelled to break stone after the 
fashion of criminals sentenced to a 
term in Sing Sing. 

“About ten or twelve took refuge in 
flight and are still being sought. José 
Armas, an American’ correspondent, 
and a lawyer, took hold of the case 
of these alleged fugitives who were hid- 
ing in the suburbs of the eity. Lawyer 
Armas brought the condition of af- 
fairs to the attention of Gen. Ludlow, 
who told him (Armas) that it could be 
fixed if the editor and managing editor 
of the paper named would sign a docu- 
ment asserting that they would never 
again write any offensive matter in 
the columns of El Reconcentrado. 

“It was also stipulated that they 
should not write anything offensive to 
the authorities: With a communico- 
tion formulated in this fashion, Lawyer 
Armas was instructed to go with 
Messrs. Cervantes and Arnauto to see 
Mayor Perfecto Lacoste of Havana, 
in whose presence they were to sign 
the document. The editor and manag- 
ing editor did as had been directed, and 
it was said that on his word of honor 
Gen. Ludlow had declared to the Mayor 
of Havana that all was settled. 

“On arriving at the City Hall the 
editor ‘jand his manager found the 
place in possession of the police, who 
placed them under arrest. Against this 
action there was a strong protest en- 
tered by Lawyers Armas and Felix 
Yznaga. The Mayor was being at-’ 
tacked daily in the El Reconcentrado, 
and this irritated him so that, with the 
consent and approval of Gen. Ludlow, 
it was decided to sentence Arnauto 
and Cervantes for a period of sixty 
days breaking stone in the streets of 
Havana. 

“Col. Cervantes is authority for the 
statement that this order was issued 
by Gen. Ludlow, and that the agree- 
ment was of such a character that 
no man of honor would affix his signa- 
ture to it.’’ 

Messrs. Cervantes and Arnauto say 
they entertain no animosity against 
‘Gen. Ludlow, who was influenced, they 
think, by Mayor Lacoste. At present 
José Martos, one of the editors, is 
serving twenty days’ imprisonment in 
the Havana fortress, while Editor José 
Demorea of El Guacamayo, which was 
oposed to the methods of the police, 
a" serving sixty days in the bas-

toward Germany. 

The Emperor then declared his con- 
viction that German-Americin relations 
would remain friendly.

He said: ‘“For- 
merly it was the strong Germany army 
that chiefly preserved the peace of 
Europe, but the peace of nations lies in 
the ocean. The increase of the German 
fleet involves no threat to any other 
power, for the stronger a nation is at 
sea, the more others will hesitate to 
begin hostilities. The increase of 
navies, therefore, is in reality the best 
peace congress.” |

POLICE BOOK-KEEPING. 


Counsel Moss Gives the Mazet Com- 
mittee a Sample.

NEW YORK, Aug. 9.—Almost all of 
the testimony elicited by the commit- 
tee today was for the purpose of sho..- 
ing how frequently men are robbed in 
this city while paying visits to the 
tenderloin, “the Bowery” and other sec- 
tions of the city where groups gather 
after the midnight hours. 

Moss had difficulty in obtaining wit- 
nesses for today’s session. The men

Occasionally the witnesses under oath 
told of facts which showed that the po- 
lice and the female robbers were in 
collusion. Moss said that similar testi- 
mony with variations would be pro- 
duced before the committee tomorrow. 
The variations, it is understood refer 
to an investigation of the opium dens 
of the city.

IND{A’S GOLD BASIS. 


POLICY OF GOVERNMEXT VIRTU- 


ALLY SETTLED.

Director of the Mint Roberts Com- 

ments on the Report of the In- 

dian Currency Committce Plac- 
ing Indias on Gold Basis. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REVORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—Commenting 
on the Associated Press cable of the re- 
port of the Committee on Indian Cur- 
rency placing India on the gold basis, 
Director of the Mint Roberts said 
today: 

“The report does little more than re- 
offirm and declare the pérmanency of 
the pcelicy adopted in 1893, when the 
mints were closed to free coinage of 
silver. The mints were closed origin- 
ally beceuse the decline in silver had 
become so great as to embarrass the 
Indian government, which received its 
revenues in silver, and had to make a 
lorge share of the disbursements in 
gold. 

“There was constderab’r agitation 
in favor of reopening the mints and 
the business world was in no little un- 
certainty about the, future. It was 
considered highly desirable that the 
government's future policy should be 
definitely assured and accordingly, 
something over a year ago, 2 commit- 
tee of eleven was appointed by the 
Indian offices in London to investigate 


‘the whole subject: .The:committée has 


published two volumes of testimony, 
and now gives its own conclusions. 
“It is unanimous in finding that the 
mints should’ not’ be reopened to sil- 
ver. The committee says: ‘Even apart 
from consideration affecting the gov- 


‘ernmént of India, it is not in the in- 


terest cf India that her foreign com- 
merce, over 80 per cent. of which is 
with gold-standard countries, should 
be tampered with by the restoration of 
silver monometallism.’, | 

“The committee pronounces the ef- 
forts of the government fo hold the 
velue of the rupee at 16 pénce @ suc- 
cess, and holds the sale of consols at 
that figure to be a proof that India 
already has the gold standard. I hesi-. 
tate, however, to recommend the final 
step, viz.: that the Indian government 
shall give gold in exchange for silver 
rupees current. They soy that, in their 
opinion, it is not necessary for the gov- 
ernment to bind itself to do this. It 
would impose on the government a lia- 
bility to find gold at a moment's notice 
to an amount which cannct be defined 
beforehand, and the liebility is one 
which, in our opinion, ought to be ac- 
cepted. 

“This has been the puzzling question 
in the Indian situation. The govern- 


ment has no gold reserve, nor has it 


the means to obtain a stock of gold at 
once. It can only be done by the issue 
of bonds or in small installments, and 
it is not practicable to increase taxes of 
India to any considerable degree. The 


committee concludes that the acquire-. 


ment of a reserve may be left to the 
and that. the present silver 
currency of India may be maintained 
at a fixed value of gold by supplying 
such quantities of gold as are needed 
for foreign remittances. That, they 
say, they regard as the principal use 
of a ritual reserve. In fact, that is 
precisely the service performed hy the 
gold reserve of the United ‘States. 
“The Indian Committee refers to’ the 
example of the United States. It is 
recommended that the Indian mints be 


openeaé tothe unrestricted coinage of’ 
gold, and that the. British sovereign j.. 


may be made a legal tender upon fhe 
theory that gold will flow in as more 
money is needed, and that eventually 
a considerable shade of the currency 
will thus come to be of-gold.

DEMAND NOT GREAT. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT. REPORT. |] 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—The reports 
so far received from subtreasury cities 
indicate that the call for gold certifi- 
eates in exchange for gold coin will be 
considerably less than the treasury offi- 
cials expected. San Francisco, Cincin- 
nati, St. Louis and New Orleans have 
not yet beep heard from, and conse- 
quently there is no proper basis upon 
which to closely estimate the result of 
the Secretary’s recent order.

SUB-TREASURY RUSH. 


Great Demand for Gold Certificates 
; in Exchange for Coin.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—As was ex-

day in New York for gold. certificates 
in exchange for gold coin under Secre- 
tary Gage’s order of last Saturday was 
very heavy.

Black Hawk Talilings—New Strike

Dr. Theodore B. Comstock of Los 
Angeles, president and manager of the 
Elkhart mines, at Chloride, Mojave 
county, Ariz.,. writes The Times in ref- 
erence to some articles published in the 
San Francisco Chronicle, New York 
Sun and Kansas City Star concerning 
the Chloride district, wherein, as he 
asserts, statements of such an exag- 
gerated character are made a3 t) con- 
vey wrong impressions and likely to 
prove highly prejudicial to Chloride as 
a mining camp. In the course of his 
communication Dr. Comstock ‘makes 
reference to the illustrations which ac- 
companied one of the articles, saying 
that “none of them were what they 
purported to be, and each and every 
statement regarding the camp,’ its 
history, its mines and people was abh- 
solutely false,’’ and then adds: 

“The camp of Chloride will event- 
ually justify all the hopes which its 
reasonable triends have had in it, and 
which have caused some of us to in- 
vest hundreds of thousands of dollars 
of solid cash in its mines and in the 
new raiirc’.d we are just now beginning 
to operate. But the citizens of King- 
man and Chloride and White Hills are 
not the ones who are engaged in this 
unlawful enterprise of forcing an un- 
natural boom in real estate. Much 
harm has already been done by the 
articles in question by inducing poor 
people to go to Chloride without visi- 
ble means of support. Such of these 
as can get away are sure to do great 
harm by condemning the country far 
more than it deserves. 

“Chloride is an excellent field for the 
investent of capital, and for the em- 
ployment of skilled labor, and it is 
growing rapidly, and has a great fu- 
ture before it, but it will not now ade- 
quately support the great army of un- 
trained adventurers who ‘can do any- 
thing’ without knowing how to do it 
well. The ores are not, as a rule, fal- 
ulously rich, as reported. 
The veins are unusually large and they 
contain large bodies of low-grade ore. 
The district is not new, but its ores 
are now being treated more judiciously 
than formerly, and the gold, which was 
once neglected or not recognized. now 
forms one of the staple products of the 
region. Men with money to expend in 
development, artisans with a good 
record for sobriety, industry and abil- 
ity and a moderate _ sprinkling 
of tradesmen, can do well at Chloride. 
The indolent, dissipated and unskilled 
classes will not find the climate con- 
genial. 

“The truth about Chloride is goed 
enough, and I repeat that those who 
@re trying to bolster ulterior 
schemes by such methods as the ‘fate’ 
reports here referred to are not the 
people who have made Chlorid~’~ his- 
tory, and the good citizens of Chloride 
and Kingman decidedly object to being 
classed in the same category.”’ 

THE BLACK HAWK TAILINGS. 

A. W. Collins, president of the Eu- 
reka Gold Gold . Mining and Milling 
Company, of Randsburg, Cal.. which 
owns the Black Hawk group of mines 
in the Rand district, reports that the 
cyanide plant at the Cuddyback Lake 
is going to be moved over to the Black 
Hawk group. There are about one 
thousand tons of tailings a: the latter, 
and these with the tailings from other 
adjacent mines will keep’ the plant 
busy for some time to come.

THE ALASKA-TREADWELL. 

The report received from Alaska 
about the Treadwell mines is ecpecially 
interesting. It.is the first report is- 
sued since the addition of the new 
stamps. There are two mills in opera- 
tion, the original one of 240 stamps and 
the new one of 300 stamps, the latter 
being run with water power, which 
can only be done through a pcrtion of 
the year. Last month the two mills 
crushed 54,376 tons of ore of the value 
of $92,000. There were 1090 tons of 
Sulphurets saved of the value cf $40,- 
760, making a total of the month of 
$132,760.

NEW CYCLE PATH. 


BICYCLE RIDERS WISH ONE BUILT 
TO SAN MONICA. 


A Joint Committee Representing the 
Local Consulate of the L.A.W.. 
and the Associated Cycling Clubs 
Will Interview the Supervisors. 


The people who are behind the proposed 
cycleway to Santa Monica mean business. An 
enthusiastic. meeting: cf the joint committee 
representing the League of American Wheel- 
men and the Associated Cycling Clubs of this 
city was held in the clubrooms of the Sun- 
set Wheelmen on South Main street last | 
evening. 

The L.A.W. was represented by J. J. Jen- 
kins, secretary of the local consulate, I. H. 
Johnson and Julius H. Martin; the Associ- 
ated Cycling Clubs by R. C, Lennie and W. 
K. Cowam C. L. Batcheller, attorney for 
the L.A.W., was also present as an advisory 
member. 

It was decided to ask the County Super- 
visors to survey and set aside a strip of 
ground for a cycle path along Washington 
street, running west for about three. miles 
from the city limits. This the Supervisors 
are empowered to do under an act of the 
Legislature of 1897. The intention of the 
promoters of the movement is to experiment 
along this route with different kinds of ro 
material, in order to find out which is best 
adapted to this section of the country. The 
committee are of the opinion that the facing 
of the path will have to be of gravel. Oil 
sprinkling would also be tried, the expecta- 
tion being that this object lesson would not 
only prove from what material the entire way 
could best be built, but will also stir u 
enough enthusiasm among the people to guar- 
antee the necessary funds. 

All that the committee ask of the Super- 
visors is to give them the right-of-way ané 
protect them in the use of it, they agreeing 
to furnish the necessary money to put in the 
first section of the path. It is estimated that 
the average cost per mile for the entire dis- 
tance would be about $300. To aid in raising 
funds it is intended to procure a large nume- 
ber of suitably engraved buttons of a dis- 
tinctive type, and to sell them to the bicyclists 
of the city at $1 apiece. This method was 
tried when the fifty-mile bicycle _ from 
Denver to Palmer Lake was built, and a 
large sum of money was realized. The com- 
mittee are confident that they will have the 
earnest support and hearty coéperation of 
the ladies in the new venture and, with that 
end in view, are trying to decide upon a but- 
ton that will be both neat and striking. 

Many merchants of the city have expressed 
their approval of the proposed road, and it 


is said that the city of Santa Monica stands 


ready. to subscribe quite a sum to help in 
the construction. It might be supposed that 
the electric lines which run to this summer 
resort would be bitterly opposed to a cycle 
path, but such is not the case. E,. P. Clark 
president of the Los Angeles Pacific Railroad 
Company, takes an active interest in the 
project and has informally offered to supply 
a large amount of disintegrated granite to 
the committee at the actual cost price. 
The act of 1897, cited above, empowers the 
Supervisors to devote the road funds to the 
actual construction of such a cycle Math as 
is contemplated, if thew seé fit, but those in 
charge of the project believe that they .can 
raise all money necessary to defray the cost 
of building from the bicycle riders and others 
directly interested, without caJjling upon the 
board for any of the county funds. The re- 
port of the committee will be given at a 
meeting of the local consulate of the L.A.W, 
to be held next Tuesday night. | 


SHEDS HIS SKIN. 


A Butte Miner Who Doffs His Epidere 
mis Once a Year. 

BUTTE (Mont.,) Aug. 3.—[Specia} 
Correspondence of The Times.] A 
man who sheds his skin in its entirety 
once a year and who has done so reg- 
ularly for the last forty-three years, is 
one of the curiosities of which Butte 
boasts. The man—J. M, Price, a 
fairly well educated miner—is at the 
present time engaged in the curious 
pastime of skinning himself. The 
method that he adopts-is to first skin . 
his hands and face and then: strip 
in an immense sheet from his body. 

The process of skinning his hands 
and face was completed yesterday and 
it came from the face like a mask. The 
skin from the hands resembles 4 
of gloves, and was exhibited on the 
streets. The toughness is something re-. 
markable. Two men tried with might 
and main to tear it, but they were not 
successful, although the skin is not | 
thicker. than the leather of a man’s 
street glove. Price talks freely about 
the matter, although he is rather tender 
about any publication in the news- 
papers. Many physicians have exam- 
ined him during the period of the skin- 
ning, but not one has been able to solve 
the problem. In speaking of the mate 
ter yesterday Mr. Price said: 3 

‘“‘My mother told me that she first 


‘noticed the trouble when I was six 


months old, and regularly every year 
since then I have shed my skin. It is 
phenomenal that no physician has yet 
satisfactorily explained, although hun- 
dreds have made examinations and in- 
vestigations. The fact is that I shed 
my skin, and that is all there is to. 
it. Regularly on the 24th day of July 
of each year I feel the premonitory 
symptoms and on very few occasions 
has it missed the 24th of that month. 
The. first thing that I feel is nausea, 
and then I know that I am in for it. 
The skin becomes perfectly dead, and 
the perspiration that should come 
through forms in blisters under it and 
the whole thing becomes loose. I gen- 
erally cut a circle around my wrists, 
and with the aid of a lead pencil strip 
it off my hands whole for the purpose 
of. preserving it in the shape of @ 
glove. 

“Tatkeitoff my face in the same man- 
ner, but am compelled to remove it 
from my hair like dandruff. I took a 
long walk this morning for the pur- 
pose of getting up a perspiration, and, 
as you can see, my whole bedy is blis- 
tered. I will strip it off today or to- 
morrow. It comes off in great strips, 
as you can see by this photograph 
which was taken last year. There is 
no particular pain accompanying the 
operation, although the skin is very 
soft and tender during the first week 
or ten days. I have-to lay off for about 
two weeks each year to attend to it. 
My children do not inherit the disease 
from me. There is one of them, and 
she is 9 years of age, and there has 
been nothing of the kind ever noticed 
with her. Several years ago I wags 
in San Francisco when I shed mv 
skin and the doctors there preserved 
it in its entirety and then stuffed it. 
I am a miner, but my work in the 
mines does not affect my condition in 
any wav that I can see. My general 
health is good, even if I do have skin 
to throw to the birds.’’

On the advice of the City Attorney 
the City Council will not change its 
present attitude with reference to 
street and alley opening proceedings 
at least until October. An effort is to 
be made to secure 2 decision on the 
matter from the Supreme Court at its 
session in this city in that month, and 
until then all pending proceedings will 
be abandoned or proceeded with. 

The Board of Equalization yesterday 
made a sweeping reduction of 20 per 
cent. in the assessments against prop- 
erty in the district bounded by Pico 
and Washington streets, Western ave- 
nue and Arlington street, the total 
amount of the reduction being about 
$15,000. 

Seven tons of inferior hay have been 
rejected by the Supply Committee of 
the City Council, and more of the 
thirty-seven tons thus far delivered 
will probably be rejected, as a close 
inspection of all of it has been ordered.

AWAITING A DECISION. 


STREET-OPENING PROCEEDINGS 
NOT TO BE ABANDONED. 


Effort to Have the Supreme Court 
” Pass Upon the Matter in October. 
Sweeping Reduction by the 
Board of Equalization-Bad Hay 
Condemned. 


In spite of the inconvenience which 
the present attitude of the City Coun- 
cil with reference to street opening 
proceedings has cnused mony property- 
owners, it will not be changed, at least 
not until after the October term of the 
fupreme Court, which will be held in 
this city. At the last meeting vf the 
City Council Street Superintendent 
Drain called attention to the fact that 


its action in holding street- 
opening proceedings had caused 
much real estate to be tied 


up and also deprived many property- 
owners of the use of money which 
they had paid as benefits on account of 
street openings, which were not com- 
pleted. The reason for the Council's 
attitude is the inability to secure a 
final decisoin as to what course it 
must take in ordering the opening of 
streets and alleys. In a recent case 
the Superior Court held that instead 
of proceeding under the general street 
law the city should proceéd under the 
provisions of the charter. At the time 
thet this decision was rendered a 
number of street opening proceedings 
were in progress and as a result of 
the decision all such proceedings came 
to a stop. In some of them property- 
owners had paid their assessment, and 
because others had refused such pay- 
ments, their property was offered for

This cannot be known until 
the Supreme Court passes upon the 
matter. 

City Attorney Haas has suggested 
to several members of the City Council 
that he, with the attorneys on the 
other side, go north for the purpose 
of appearing before the Supreme Court 
to have the case advanced upon the 
calendar of that court, if possible. He 
said yesterday that if the importance 
of the matter to the city was explained 
to Chief Justice Beatty of the Supreme 
Court, the case would be certain to be 
advanced and a decision would be re- 
ceived much earlier than if the mat- 
ter was allowed to take the regular 
course of all cases before that court. 
It is greatiy desired by the City Attor- 
ney and the Council that the matter 
be settled at the October term of the 
court, and until then City Attorney 
Haas will advise the Council to con- 
tinue to take no action on street-open- 
ing proceedings.

MORE FIRE HOSE WANTED. 


Bids to Be Advertised for an Unusu- 
ally Large Order. 


At the regular meeting of the board 
of Fire Commissioners yesterday morn- 
ing Chief Moore called attention to 
the necessity for immediately adverti 
ing for bids for supplying the city 
with at least 15,000 feet of mew two and 
one-half-inch fire hose. The establish- 
ment of the several new companies of 
the fire department will make the pur- 
chase of this hose necessary, and while 
it is not needed now, by the time that 
the bids are advertised for, received, 
opened, the contracts let and the hose 
delivered, the new companies will have 
been organized. The allowance for this 
hose was made a part of the depart- 
ment estimate for this fiscal year, put 
it was cut out by the City Auditor in 
his report to the Council. That pro- 
vision will have to be made for some 
of this hose in the annual estimate 
of the Council is admitted by the Fi- 
rance Committee. Just how much will 
be allowed for this purpose will depend 
entirely upon what the revenues of the 
city will amount to. 

It has been stated by several persons 
Interested in fire-hose contracts that 
the city will not be able to purchase it 
this year as cheaply as heretofore. 
The members of the Council have been 
informed, unofficially, that they may 
expect bids of 90 cents per foot for 
hose for which they paid 80 cents when 
the last lot was purchased. Consider- 
able correspondence has been carrted 
on with certain hose manufacturers, 
the nature of which was intended to 
be secret, but which became known, 
with a view to giving the manufactur- 
ers an idea of what prices the city 
would stand. It is alsd known that if 
certain of the makers of a standard 
quality of hose bid 90 cents per foot, 
there will be one bidder who will bid 
80 cents for a. brand of hose now in 
use, the idea being to gobble the en- 
tire contract. Trouble over hose con- 
tracts will not be a new éxperience to 
the City Council, and the coming one 
will be scrutinized more carefully than 
were some cf the others. It is not 
considered probable that the Council 
will agree to purchase the entire 15,000 
feet asked for from~one company, no 
matter vihat the price. 

In addition to advertising for fire 
hose, the Council is to be asked to 
advertise for bids for eupplving the fire 
department with rolled barley and 
bran for one year. 


CAN BE FURTHER REDUCED. 


Fire Department Allowance Higher 
Than is Necessary. 
Chairman Toll of the Finance Com- 
mittee in examining the annual esti- 
mate of the City Auditor of depart- 
mental expenses for the current fiscal 
year has discovered. an item which 
will enable the Council] to make a still 
greater reduction in the allowance to 
the fire department without impairing 
the service or causing a shortage of 
cash. In making his estimate City 
Auditor Carson in his salary allowance 
provided for an appropriation for a 
fully-paid department, such as has 
beén intended for the fire department 
after the new houses are erected. The 


Auditor allowed a fully-paid salary 


list for the entire year, when, in fact. 
the fully-paid department will not be 
established until November or Decem- 


The difference on the salary allow- 
ance will be considerable. Chairman 
Toll has found that the allowance on 
account of salarjes to the department 
from July 1 to December 1 should be 
$27,625, and for the balance of the 
fiscal year $55,667.60. To this has heen 
added a contingent amount of $1637.50 
to provide for such companies as may 
be established before December 1, mak- 
ing a total of $84,930 in salaries for the 
entire year, whereas the Auditor al- 
lowed $95.480. The reduction is there- 
fore $10,500. 

In the account for sundries the Audi- 
tor reduced the fire department esti- 
mate to $10,500. but the Finance Com- 
mittee found that this reduction was 
much too great, as on this account 
$14,000 was allowed last year. and it was 
necessary to spend nearly $19,000. This 
item will be increased, but the exact 
amount of the increase will not be de- 
termined until it is known just what 
reductions in assessments the Board 
of Equalization will make. and how 
much the city’s revenue will be. 


SWEEPING REDUCTION. 


Assessments Lowered in a Section 
of the City. 

Contrary to expectations, the Board 
of Equalization did not take up the 
applications for reductions of assess- 
ments on several franchises held by 
sémi-public corporations. The matter 
was mentioned, but the members of the 
board were not ready to act, so the 
matter went over until some later ses- 
sion. 

Herman W. Hellmah appeared and 
urged that a reduction from $116,000 to 
$93,425 be made on his property at the 
corner of Fourth and Spring streets. 
He spoke fot somé time, and during 
his remarks intimated that he had not 
been, fairly treated by the Assésgor. 
This application Was taken under ad- 
visement. A reduction was granted 
Mr. Hellman on his resRence property 
at Tenth and Hill streets from $9200 
to $7500. 

The board took up separately a Jarge 
number of applications from owners 
of property in one of the recentiy-an- 
nexéd portions of the city, and as a 


. accepted. 


result of their actions what was equiv- 
alent to a sweeping reduction of 20 per 
cent. was granted on all property within 
the district bounded by Washington 
and Pico streets, Western avenue and 
Arlington street. 


RIDGE IN A STREET. 


Rails Dding Placed Above the Sar- 

o face on Second Street. 

In the reconstruction of its tracks 
on Second street between Broadway 
and Hall street, the Los Angeles Rail- 
way Company, if it is permitted to 
continue the work as it is being done 
at present will place its tracks several 
inches above the level of the street, 
and will make a high ridge in the centr 
of that street, the top of the rails on 
each track being on a level with the 
curb lines. 

The attention of Councilman Vetter 
was colled to the matter yesterday, and 
upon investigation he found that the 
new tracks would be much above the 
level of the old tracks, and that in 
the center of the gtreet there would be 
a section which will be above the level 
of the other parts of the street. He 
mede inquiry of the company why this 
was being done, ond an. official called 
upon him and showed that the com- 
pany had secured its profile maps and 
grades from the office of the City En- 
gineer. 

Inquiry at the office of the City En- 
gineer failed to elicit any information 
as to why the new tracks are not to 
be on the level of the street, or whether 
the present roadway is on the proper 
grade of the street. Councilman Vetter 
is undecided what to do about the mat- 
ter, but he declared yesterday that he 
did not want a repetition of the Broad- 
way incident. where the track was 
lower than the surface of the street. 


BAD HAY CONDEMNED. 


Seven Tons Must Be Replaced—More 
May Be Rejected. 
Councilman Lauder, who discovered 


that certain of the contractors furnish- 


ing hay tothecity were endeavoring to 


dispose of stuff that was not fit for: 


bedding, instead of supplying hay that 
was up to the standard, called for the 
contracts, spent the entire day yester- 
day in examining the hay that had been 
delivered. Accompanied by Assistant 
Chief Smith of the fire department, 
who returned yesterday morning from 
the North, he visited fhe several places 
at which déliveries had been made. In 
addition to going to the corporation 
yard, they visited the engine houses at 
Sixteenth and Hope streets, Adams 
and Main streets, Central avenue and 
Twelfth streets and Ninth and Main 
Streets. The hay they found at these 
engine-houses was not quite up to 
sample, though not poor enough to 
justify its condemnation, and it wil be 
At the corporation yard 
seven tons were condemned, and it is 
probable that more of the thirty-seven 
tons there will algo be rejected. All of 
it has not been éxamined, but all that 
has been examined has been found to 
be anything but what was ordeced. If, 
in making an examination of what re- 
mains to be inspected, it is found that 
even a part of it is not fit for use the 
whole lot will be condemned. Coun- 
cilman Lauder said yesterday that it 
was not the business of the Council to 
meke a close inspection of bale after 
bale, and that if any more of that par- 
ticular lot was found to be bad he 
would see to it that the whole lot was 
rejected. 

The members of the Supply Commit- 
tee have not yet determined who jis re- 
sponsible for having received the poor 
feed. but they have not finished their 
investigations. The matter came up 
yesterday morning at the meeting of 
the Board of Fire Commissioners. 
Chief Moore stated that he had placed 
H. Bress in' the corporation yard to re- 


ceive the hay as it was delivered. and 


that some of the contractors had at- 
tempted to deliver hay that was of an 
inferior quality. The Chief intimated 
that owing to the timidity of Bress the 
hay wes left there without protest 
from him, but that the simple delivery 
ef the stuff there did not constitute an 
acceptance of it. In this connection 
Councilman Pierce had received infor- 
mation that Bress is a printer by trade, 
and is also a callman in the fire de- 
partment. What he does not know 
about hay wiuld fill several books. and. 
according to the information of the 
Councilman, Bress had béen given no 
authority to reject any hay, but was 
simply there to take up the tags from 
the bales and keep a record of what 
was delivered. ag 
Hereafter Assistant Chief Smith will 
look after the delivery of hay to the 
city, and as he has been familiar with 
horses all his life he is an expert in all 
matters relating to feed. With him in 
charge it is certain that, the citv will 
receivé only what was contracted for, 
and that ll of the hay will be up ts 
sample. The diseoverv by Councilman 
Iauder saved the citv several thou- 
sand dollars, for had all of the hay been 
paid fcr there would have been no 
means of securing a return of the 
money. Councilmen Lauder said 
night that he was satisfied that an at- 
temrt had been made to willfully palm 
off on the city hay that was not worth 
hauling. and that it was not without 
the knowledge of persons who should 
have seen to it that such practices were 
not allowed. 


TEMPORARY REPAIRS MADE. 


Water Flowing Over the Break in 
the City’s Supply Ditch. 

The men at work since Jast Friday 
repoiring the damage done to the city’s 
main supply ditch near the gatehouse 
of the Los Angeles City Water Corn- 
pany, seven miles up the river, yester- 
day completed the work’of laying sev- 
ere] sactions of forty-inch steel pipe 
over the break. This pipe was fur- 
nished by the woter company, and 
was laid on substential timber run- 
ports anchored to the side of the hill 
in such ao manner as not to interfere 
with the work of repairing the corn- 
pany’s tunnel, which is almost directly 
under the ditch. The water in the 
main supply ditch had been shut off 
by the construction of a temporary 
dom abovesthe break, and as soon as 
the pipe was in position this dam was 
removed, and the water was allowed to 
flow into the Echo Park line. It took 
some time for it to reach the city, but 
last night the flow was almost as large 
os it was before the breok occurred. 
This repair of the break is only tem- 
porary, ond after the water company’s 
tunnel is repaired the ditch will be 
permanently repaired. 

Work on the portion of the zanja 
madre flume north of the Buena Vista- 
street bridge, which collapsed Saturday 
night, has almost been completed. It 
is expected that water will be turned 
into this flume this evening ond by to- 
morrow the usual quantity of water 

ill be furnished to the irrigators jin 
the southeastern part of the city and 
to the manufacturing plants which 
use water from this source, 


To Correct the Record, 

Owners of property along the line of 
Figueroa street between Ninth and 
Tenth streets, have petitioned the City 
Council to order that portion of what 
is really the street vocated. It appears 
the street as 
originally intended is not the line of 
the street as now in use, and if the 
city were so disposed it could order 
the removal of nearly all the houges on 
the street, and widen it to more than 
twice what it now is. The present 
roedway has been used so long that 
therg is no doubt as to the city’s title 
to it, but the fact that it Is not’ the 
original roadway and not a street as 
was intended in the original survey, 
clouds the title of the property abut- 
ting the street. For that reason the 


owners of the property desire that the 


city relinquish all right, title or in- 
terest it may have in their property. 
The petition will probably be referred 
to the City Attorney, and if he finds 
that the statement made by the prop- 
erty owners is correct, there will be 
no difficulty in securing the abandon- 
ment asked for. 


Would Be a Precedent. 

The manoger. of the Los Angeles 
Theater has filed-a petition to the City 
Council, which if granted will establish 
@ precedent which would make the 
number of days that a theater is open 
during a month the basis for the license 
to be paid for that theater. The peti- 
tion recites that the license of $25 for 
the month of April for that theater was 
paid in advance, but owing to the fail- 
ure of certain attractions to fill their 
dates the place was open only five 


nights during that month. When the li- 


cense was paid, it was stated by the 
collector that the Council would take 
cognizance of the matter, and that 
there would be no difficulty in securing 
the femigsion of 2 portion of the license. 
It is therefore requested that $10 of the 
$25 paid be returned. This matter will 
be referred to the Finance Committee. 


Ordinances Approved, 

Mayor Eaton yesterday approved all 
of the ordinances adopted at the last 
meeting of the City Council. Among 
them were the ordinance amending the 
so-called fender ordinance, and the or- 
dinance amending the ordinance regu- 
lating the business of house moving. 
There were a number of ordinances for 
street improvements, and one grant- 
ing a special privilege ‘to an oil com- 
pany to erect a pumping cable across 
a public street. None of the ordi- 
nances were vetoed or held up. 


A Necessary Improvement. 

The Boaord of Park Commissioners 
will hold o regular session this morn- 
ing to consider such matters as may 
be presented. There is very little busi- 
ness to be transacted. The most impor- 
tant matter which will come up is that 
of the construction of a lavatory in the 
Sixth-street Park. This improyement 
hes been suggested by a number of 
citizens, and Councilman Vetter is par- 
ticularly interested in the matter. The 
plan is to raise the band stand in the 
park and make excavations under it. In 
the place excavated it is intended to 
place toilet rooms, the cost of which 
would not be great. The convenience of 
such a place to the public would more 
than compensate the city for the ex- 


pense of making the improvement. All 


of the members of the Board of Park 
Commissioners have expressed them- 
selves as being in favor of ordering 
the work. 


No Chrnge Just Now. 

At the last meeting of the City 
Council the Record Publishing Com- 
pany sent in an inquiry as to whether 
the City Council would consent to the 
transfer by that company of the city’s 
Official printing to some other regular 
publication. The reason for this in- 
quiry was not stated, nor was it stated 
to what company the intended transfer 
was to be made. The matter was re- 
ferred to the City Attorney, and yes- 
terday he said he had not investigated 
it. and while he was not able to say 
with certainty that such a transfer 
could not be made, he would advise 
the City Council not to change the 
contract, at least until after all neces- 
sary publications had been made with 
reference to the two coming special 
bond elections. After that, he thought, 
there would be no objection to such a 
change, but he did not propose to ren- 
der possible any complications in the 
bond issues by any changes at the 
present time. 


Chief’s Leave of Absence. 

Chief of Fire Department Moore was 
yesterday granted a leave of absence 
for two weeks. He will leave for the 
North, accompanied by one of his 
daughters, who will enter the State 
University at Berkeley. A part of his 
vacation will be spent in the vicinity of 
San Francisco. 


Drilling the Tunnel. 

The new rotary excavator to be used 
on the Third-street tunnel was started 
for the first time yesterday afternoon, 
and proved a success. The machine 
works in much the same manner as a 
rotary snowplow, the earth which it ex- 
cavates being carried back in buckets, 
and dumped into a car, from which 
it is dumped into wagons. The ma- 
chine is equipped with a series of hooks 
or picks which dig away the earth very 
rapidly, drilling a huge hole as fast 
as twenty men with picks and shovels 
could do. When the machine was 
started yesterday it dug more than a 
foot out of the bank in a short time, 
but as it was operated too fast the 


fuses on the motor which operates it 


were blown out, and the work had to 
he stepped for a time. This machine 
is to be worked from the Hope-street 
end. and five holes are to be drilled the 
entire length of the tunnel, the space 
between them to be cleared by hand 
work. The hole from that end of the 
tunnel is now more than twenty feet 
long, and as much as ten feet per day 
will be drilled as soon as the motor 
can be repaired. | 


First Bond Paid, | 
The first of the bonds issued for park 
purposes a year ago was presented for 
payment yesterday at the City Treas- 
urer’s office, and was promptly paid. 
The total issue amounted to $10,000, 
and the bond paid was for $250, with in- 
terest at 4 per cent. One of these 
bonds will be redeemed each year for 
forty years. 


DR. VAN LIEW HONORED. 


Elected President of State Normal 
School at Chico. 

Dr. C. C. Van Liew of this city has 

been elected president of the State 


‘Normal School at Chico. For two years 


he has occupied the chair of psychol- 
ogy and pedagogy and superintendent 
of the training school in the Los An- 
geles State Normal, and during that 
time has made himself extremely pop- 
ular with the students of the institu- 
tion. As a lecturer Dr. Van Liew is 
well known:all over Southern Califor- 
nia. Before coming to Los Angeles he 
held a Normal School position in Illi- 
nois for three and a half years. He re- 
ceived his early education at the col- 
leges of Leipsic and Jena and gradu- 
ated, with a degree, from the latter 
school. In addition, he has traveled 
widely on the continent. 

The Chico school is the third State 
Normal School in point of size, having 
an average attendance of about three 
hundred pupils. The president’s salary 
is $3500 a year. Dr. Van Liew has al- 
ready spent a week visiting there, and 
expresses himself as much pleased with 
the faculty and everything connected 
with the institution. He will leave the 
city for his new residence next week. 

Dr. Van Liew’s family will remove 
to Chico in the fall. The position left 
vacant in the Normal School has not 
yet been filled, and probably will not 
be until President Pierce returns from 
his vacation.

“HABEAS CORPUS” LADD DOING 
ALL HE CAN FOR HIM. 


a... 


The Mexican Alleged to’ Be Held on 
a Commitment from a Court 
Having No Jurisdiction in the 
Matter. 


The hearing in the pé¢tition of Cata- 
rino Urias for a writ of habeas cor; 
pus was held before Judge Fitzgerald, 
sitting in Department Four yesterday 
afternoon. C. B. Ladd, Esq., of habeas 
corpus propensities, has the interests 
of Urias in hand. After a partial hear- 
ing the matter was continued until 2 
o'clock today. 

Urias is a Mexican, who !s now,i 
the County Jail doing ninety days “for 
simple assault. ‘‘Habeas Corpus’ Ladd 
is of the opinion that his client was 
sentenced by a court having no juris- 
diction, and now there is a fight on for 
the body of the man. 

The charge originally preferred 
against the Mexican was for felioniously 
assaulting with a pitchfork a neighbor 
out on East Jefferson street. His trial 
was held in the Township Court at 
Florence. It was at that time patched 
up betweén the attorneys that if Urias 
would plead guilty to simple assault, 
the deadly-weapon charge would be 
dismissed. This the Mexican, who is 
said to have been fined five times before 
in the same court for battery offenses, 
did, with the result that he got a sen- 
tence of ninety days, and was sent to 
the County Jail on a justice’s com- 
mitment. 

Ladd now contends that the offense 
was committed within the corporate 
limits of the city of Los Angeles and 
that,’ while a felony charge may be 
urged in any court, a misdemeanor, un- 
der the Whitney act, must be tried in 
the police courts if the offense 0oc- 
curred within the municipality. Simple 
assault is a misdemeanor. 

Deputy District Attorney McComas 
maintained yesterday that the court in 
a habeas corpus proceeding could not 
take judicial notice of whether or not 
the offense was committed inside the 
city, but was confined to the records on 
which the prisoner is restrained of his 
liberty. These records on their face are 
regular, and back of ‘them the court 
carinot go. 

Ladd is now digging away for au- 
thorities to show that he has @ right 
to introduce evidence to prove that the 
assault took place in the city, that his 
client was tried outside on a misde- 
meanor charge, and is therefore in jail 
illegally. The fact that Urias pleaded 
guilty is conceded by bothrsides to give 
the court at Florence no jurisdiction, 
but the court stated yesterday that he 
is of the opinion that as long as the 
records are regular, they must be 
abided by. The matter will be settled 
today.

Supervisors Grant the California 
Fish Company’s Petition. 


The application of the California 
Fish Company to offer for sale a fran-. 
chise for 800 feet of water front at 
San Pedro to be used for manufactur- 
ing wharf purposes was granted in 
part by the Board of Supervisors yes- 
terday. The board was of the opinion 
that a frontage of 400 feet would be 
ample for the fish company, and or- 
dered a franchise for that amount of 
frontage to be offered for sale. At the 
present time the company is occupy- 
ing quarters on a portion of the Ter- 
minal wharf. The fish business is 


to seek a new home. If the company 
is successful in purchasing the fran- 
chise, its new accommodations will be 
just north of its present location.

CONVENTION HALL AGITATION. 


A Meeting Tomorrow 
Consider the Project. 
Tomorrow afternoon at 4 o’clock @ 
meeting will be held in the rooms of 
the Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ 
Association, on the second floor of the 
Wilcox Block, to consider ways and 
meens for the erection of a large con- 

vention hall. 

This is not the first time that this 
question has been agitated. In June, 
1897, a committee of five was appointed 
by the Merchonts’ and Manufacturers’ 
2 somewhat similar 
purpose and later in-the same year 
the Board of Trade and the Chamber 
of Commerce appointed members to a 
joint «committee, which was to push 
the motter. The building projected at 
that time was to be a permanent home 
for the three organizations named, as 
well as a large convention hall. A 
large aquarium was designed to be 
placed in the basement, and the whole 
building was to be fitted up in first- 
class style. The estimated cost was 
$300,000, and the grounds and all were 
expected to cost at least a half a mil- 
lion dollars. These plans were too pre- 
tentious and the scheme fell through. 

The present movement is designed ta 
build a convention hall with a seating 
capacity of 19,000. The cost is estimated 
at $250,000, and it is. intended to in- 
corporate as a Convention Hall As- 
sociation and issue stock to the required 
emount, the share to be $1 apieee. Ag$t 
the meeting tomorrow afternoon several 
architects will submit preliminary 
plans and if the proposition then ap- 
pears to be feasible specifications will 
be drawn up and plans for the build- 
ing advertised for. Secretary Zee- 
handelaor believes that if the hall were 
built that Los Angeles would become 
even more popular as a convention city.

A VIGOROUS CAMPAIGN. 

Secretary of War Roct, in amswer 
to questions addressed to him by a re- 
porter for the Associated Press, re- 
affirms what was already known, that 
the war in the Philippines, hence- 
forth, is to be prosecuted with all pos- 
sible energy. ‘‘All the men, all the 
arms, and all the supplies necessary 
to fight the rebels,” said Mr. Root, 


“will be furnished at the earliest pos- 


sible moment.’ Mr. Root stated, fur- 
ther, that at the close of the rainy 
season a force of 50,000 men will be 
in the Philippines, ready for active 
operations, and that more will be sent 
there if necessary. : 

This is the kind of talk the Ameri- 
can people like to hear. It has a 
ring that presages an early ending of 
the Tagal rebellion, the restoration of 
order in the islands, the general recog- 
nition of American authority, and 
the establishment of liberal and stable 
government—the only kind of govern- 
ment that can exist under the Amer- 
ican flag. 


A vigorous prosecution of the war 


_ in the Philippines is the most practica- 


- most effectively 


ble and the most humane method of 
ending the trouble there. It is the 


most practicable method, because it 


is the method which will soonest and 
restore peace and 
establish our authority. It is the 
most humane method, because the 
sooner the war is ended the fewer 
will be the number of lives sacrificed. 

A policy of conciliation and tem- 
porization would be the worst possible 
policy to adopt in dealing with 
Tagalo rebels. They would, as they 
have done before, construe our kind- 
ness aS weakness, and our hesitancy 
as cowardice. These treacherous semi- 
Savages must be made to feel the 
heavy hand of our authority and 
power before they can be brought to 
a realizing sense of the situation as 
it exists. When once they are, con- 
vinced that there is to be no turning 
aside from the course which we have 
mapped out—when they are made 
fully aware of the fact that Ed. At- 
kinson, Grandma Hoar, and Billy 
Bryan are not the entire American 
people—they will probably recognize 


the futility of further resistance, and 


will be willing to accept the very gen-- 
erous terms which we have proffered 
them. Ay 

A vigorous prosecution of the war 
all along the line, immediately upon 


the close of the rainy season, aside 


from the physical advantage it will 
give us, will have an even more im- 


portant moral effect in bringing home 


to the rebel leaders the fact that the 
American people are at the back o: 
their administration, and that there is 
to be no backward step in the prose- 
cution of the war. They are evi- 
dently hoping, and half expecting, 
that something will happen soon, at 
Washington, which will lead to a 
change of policy on the part of our 
government, and that in pursuance of 
‘such changed policy we will abandon 


our plans for an aggressive campaign 


in the islands, and withdraw our 
troops, leaving them to their own 
devices. The early resumption of 


hostilities, with a greatly augmented 
force of fresh troops, will bring to 
these deluded leaders of the rebellion 
a rude awakening. | 

In order to carry out the plan we 
have entered upon, we must “be cruel, 
only to be kind.” The silly and se- 
ditious utterances of Bryan, Atkinson, 
Hoar and other loquacious ‘“anti-ex- 


pansionists” have aroused false hopes: 


in the breasts of these - self-consti- 
tuted enemies of our flag. There is 
but one practicable way in which 
they can be undeceived, and that way 
is tersely pointed out by Secretary 
Root in the interview referred to at 
the beginning of this article.

OLD-AGE EFENSIONS. 

The English Parliament, at its com- 
ing session, will wrestle with the ques- 
tion of ‘‘old-age pensions.” A meas- 
ure is pending which provides for 
the g-anting of a small pension (about 
$7 per month) to every person over 
sixty-five years of age, during the re- 
mainder of his life. A closely-con- 
tested parliamentary battle over the 
measure is in prospect. The propo- 
sition has been reported upon. un- 
favorably by a committee appointed 
by the government, but the friends of 
the scheme are determined to press 
it with all possible vigor, and it is 
by no means certain that the meas- 
ure will not carry in spite of all op- 
position, although, from present indi- 
cations its ultimate defeat seems prob- 
able. 

Should this measure become a law, 
it will be a decidedly novel departure 
in the methods of English govern- 
ment. It will be, not only a distinct 
concession to the claims and theories 
of Socialism, but an incorporation into 
English law of one of the fundamental 
principles of the socialistic dictum. 

It is estimated that, to provide a 
pension of seven dollars per month for 
all persons in England over sixty-five 
years of age would -equire about $100,- 
000,000 per year. - But this expendi- 
ture, it is urged, would decrease the 
amount which England now expends 
for the support of its 800,000 paupers 
by $50,000,000 a year, making the 
actual net expenditure on account. of 
old-age pensions only $50,000,000 per 
annum. 

The experiment, should it be tried, 
will be of interest alike to the sociolo- 
gist, the humanitarian, the political 
economist, the statesman, and _ the 
practical politician. It would be a 
matter of no little surprise if Great 
Britain, the most conservative govern- 
ment of the Old World, should take 
this decided step in the direction o 
Socialism. ; 


_ORGANIZED CHARITY. 
One of the problems that has been 


engaging the active inte-est of social } 


reformers in the East is the organiza- 
tion of charitable relief. It has long 
been admitted, among those who have 
investigated the subject, that indis- 
criminate charity dces more harm 
than good. In New York, recently, 
there, has been a movement fo: a thor- 
ough ‘organization of charitable work. 

Charity, it has been determined, 
must do five things: First, act only 
upon knowledge secured by thorough 
investigation; second, relieve worthy 
need prompily, fittingly and tenderly; 
thi-d, prevent unwise alms:to the un- 
worthy; fourth, raise into independ- 
ence every needy person when pos- 
sible; fifth, make sure that no chil- 
dren grow up to be paupers. Bishop 
Potter of New York thus points out 


-how this can be done: 


‘“‘We shall never begin to make our 
chacity discriminating, intelligent and 
rightly helpful, until we are willing 
to sacrifice individualism nd 
tarianism, political by-ends and in- 
stitutional rivalries alike, and to com- 


‘bine our efforts round a common cen- 


ter, with a bureau of registry, of in- 
qui-y and of distribution, which shall 
at once be the heart and brain of the 
whole.” 
Investigation has developed the fact 
that quite a large number of persons 
are being maintained at the public ex- 
pense who are well able totake care of 
themselves. In Los Angeles we have 
in organization known as the Asso- 
‘lated Charities, which has been do- 


ng good work along this line. Santa. 


Ba:bara proposes to organize a sim- 
ilar association, and before long there 
will doubtless be such bodies in all 
the principal cities, with a central or- 
ganization, acting-as a sort of clear- 
inghouse for charitably-inclined ,peo- 
ple. 


The Sam Francisco Chronicle makes 
the following neat point on the Yaqui 
outbreak: “If there are 5000 Yaquis 
on the warpath the Mexican general 
who tries to round them up with a 
few regiments will know how Gen.

IRRIGATION DIFFICULTIES. 
The practice of itrigation, which is 


a comparatively new thing for the 
Anglo-Saxon race, although it has 
been familiar to older peoples for 


thousands of years,:is responsible for 
many intricate. problems, which it will 
need time’and patience to solve. One 
ofthe principal of these difficulties 
is the finding out of a just and 
equitable method fo: the carrying out 
of irrigation works, which question 
has caused meny complications in 
this State, and is not yet by any 
means settled. Another difficulty that 
has been, brought about by the recent 
dry scasons is the question as to what 
right the owner of a well has to drain 
or decrease the flow of other wells in 
the meighbo-hood. Yet another diffi- 
culty, to which Secretary Wilson 
called attention during his recent visit, 
is the gradual filling up of storage 
reserviors. 

It is a pretty tough problem nowa- 
days that our hydraulic engineers 
éennot satisfactorily solve, and the 
siiting up of storage reservoirs is one 
which will not present great difficul- 
ties of soluticn. Dams are usually 
so constructed that an addition of a 
few feet to the original height, at a 
comparatively small expense, will 
overcome the deposit of silt; and gen- 
erally very largely increase the capac- 
itv of the reservoirs. As an example 
of this, the Sweetwater Dam may be 
cited, which was found to have silted 
up more than 5 per cent.; but at a 
small expense the capacity of the 
dam was increased 20 per cent., which 
will more than counterbalance the 
silting up of forty years. Two genera- 
ticns is a reasonably long distance to 
look ahead, and at the end of that 
time either an addition can be put on” 
the dam or some economical way will 
be devised to sluice out the silt. 

The probable rapidity of silting can 
be fairly well determined, and no ex-. 
pert engineer would be likely to go 
far astray in working out the prob- 
lem, nor would he advise building a 
dam where silting was rapid. In fact, 
Col. H. N. Chittenden, in his now 
celebrated report to Congress, said: 
“The data upon which the cost of 
such works, (storage reservoigs) and 
the benefits to be derived from them 
depend, are so determinate that no 
ill-advised or injudicious project need 
ever be entered upon.” We have 
failed to find a single hydraulic en- 
gineer of reputation who does not 
fully indorse the national scheme of 
irrigation as practical. If it’ can be 
settled once for all that the scheme 
is practical, then jealous or unreason- 
able opposition may delay, but.cannot 
kill the movement. As quickly as it 
becomes known that national irriga- 
tion is practical, the people will de- 
mand the development of our national 
resources, and the silting up of reser- 
voirs—sometimes hinted at as a pos- 
sible objection to government aid— 
can be set aside as affording abso- 
lutely no objection to the general 
policy of government irrigation. 

Such questions as these are minor 
details, and are of comparatively 
small importance, in relation to the 
broad question of the irrigation of the 
arid lands.

It is the old fight over again 
of selfish purposes against’ the 
national good. The war corre- 
spondent was frequently suppressed 
during the civil war, and _ his 
paper mever dared to publish a 
“round robin.” The reason is plain; 
the war was at. our doors and all the 
wealth of national patriotism was 
aroused, making lamp-post justice a 
certainty for copperheads. With 
oceans between us and the firing line, 
and a hungry horde of political mal- 
contents seeking means to assail the 
administration, it is a blessing that 
discretionary power is vested in such 
a man as Maj.-Gen. Otis. Yes, Murat 


Halstead: wrote from Vicksburg that 


Gen. Grant was a drunkard, ana it is 
a fact as patent as theslight of the 
noon-day sun that with all his ability 
and subsequent aid to the war party 
and the nation, he has never regained 
the position he lost through that 
dastardly act. The “round robin” 
proves the truth of the old adage that 
“History repeats itself.”

YAOUI INDIANS, 


THEY ARE WARRIORS WHO ARE 
NOT TO BE DESPISED. 


Occupy a Country Rich in Agricul- 
tural and Mineral Resources 
and are Advanced in 

Civilization, 


A Personal Interview With an Old 
Chief and What Was Learned 
About the Tribe and 
Customs. 


Stern Methods of Maintaining Law. 
The Indians Well Armed and 
Confident of Their Abllity 
to Fight. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.] 


There are indications that the Mexi- 
can government is preparing to en- 
gage in a fight to a finish with the 
Yaqui Indians. The annihilation or 
subjection of the Yaquis is no small 
task. The Mexican government is well 
aware of this, as it has measured prow- 
ess with the Yaquis many times 
ere now, but never successfully. 

The Yaquis are, perhaps, the most 
powerful tribe of Indians on the Ameri- 
ean continent. They inhabit a land of 
great beauty, rich in mjnerals, and un- 
surpassed in natural wealth-producing 
resources. The Yaqui River is navi- 
gable for seventy-five miles above the 
Gulf of Guaymas, into which it flows. 
It is a greater body of water twenty- 
five miles from the gulf than the Po- 
tomac where it empties into Chesa- 
peake Bay, or the Missouri where it 
merges itself in the Missiissippi. Sev- 
eral ambitious streams empty into the 
Yaqui, notably the Maya, the Paphig- 
ochio, the Balepito and the Sonora. 
Steep and rocky mountain ranges, 
wooded at the base and barren at the 
top, surround the Yaqui Valley and 
furnish natural-barriers against easy 
communication with the surrounding 
country. The Sahuaripa range on the 
north and Bacatate on the south be- 
long to the Sierra family, and shut off 
the Yaqui from the outside world as 
completely as would a wall modeled 
efter that of China. 

The Yaqui Valley has probably an 
average width of five miles for more 
than seventy miles. The contributary 
valleysofthe Maya, the Paphigochioand 
the Balepito, all occupied and claimed 
as their own by the Yequis, add to the 
extent and richness of their territory. 
It is probable that the Yaqui Valley 
is as rich from the standpoint of the 
agriculturist as the lower Mississippi 
or the Brazos Valley in Texas. There 
is no doubt that it is a land worth 
fighting for ond it is equally certain 
that the Yaquis will not give it up, or 
any portion of it, until they are com- 
pelled by superior power. 

The Yaquis, although uneducated 
and without schools, are still well ad- 
vanced in civilization. They area 
peaceable people when let alone. They 
never go on the warpath of their own 
motion. They are hard workers, in- 
thrifty and enterprising. 
They are good farmers. They culti- 
vate their fields well, and have oal- 
ways an abundance of food. They 
own. several grist mills and two or 
three cotton mills. The latter are 
rather crude affairs, in which the coars> 
cotton cloth which is the staple cloth- 
ing of the Yaquis, is manufactured. 
They are adepts at blanket making, 
some of their productions in this line 
being equal to the best work of the 
Nevajoes. 

Taking them all in ail, the Yaquis 
ere the richest, the most substantial 
and invariably the most contented peo- 
ple in northern or central Mexico. They 
have everything that they want. Their 
valley is rich in orange groves and 
fruit farms. Cotton, corn, wheat and 
all vegetables are produced in abun- 
dance, Horses, cattle, sheep, gcats, 
pigs, poultry are in plenty. “The rivers 
are filled with fish, and the mountains 
ere the paradise of the sportsman. The 
Yaquis do not engage in commerce, 
although they have numerous sail and 
row boats on the river, 2nd sometimes 
the women take poultry and early vege- 
tebles to Guaymas to sell. 

The Yaquis are the hard workers of 
Sonora. They work as. agricultural 
laborers, as miners, as gardeners, as 
railroad and bridge builders, as sheep 
and cattle herders. They penetrated 
as far north as he copper mines at 
Bisbee, Ariz., in search of work, and 


as far east as Chihuahua and El Paso.. 


They are very silent and reserved. A 
gang of a hundred of them will work 
side by side for ten hours without 
ever exchanging a word, or leaning 
on an implement or a tool to rest. They 
are very reliable workers, and for this 
reason are preferred by extensive Mex- 
ican employers to the Mexican peon. | 
It is about eighteen years since I 
explored the Yaqui country. They are a 
conservative people, and I understand 
that not many changes have been made 
since then. I was accompanied on my 
trip up the Yaqui by James Willard, 
son of Alexander Willard, who was the 
American Consul at Guaymas for more 
than a quarter of a century. We were 
piloted by a Yaqui named Pedro. We 
went in a small sailboat from Guay- 
mas, starting early in the morning, 
and by 5 o’clock in the evening reached 
the hamlet of San José on the north 
bank. Here lived about fifteen hun- 
dred people in adobe cabins, not un- 


‘like a Mexican village of the same 


size and character. Dogs were as nu- 
merous as in Indian villages in this 


‘country. There was a little garden at- 
tached to each house and fruits of all 


kinds were plentiful. Goats and sheep 
were numerous and played with the 
dogs and children. Many of the wo- 
men had guitars, and some of the men 
had homemade drums. The music they 
made was execrable and the noise hor- 
rible. The women were very bashful 
and retired to their cabins as we ap- 
proached. Nearly all the Yaquis speak 
a kind of spavined Spanish, but they 
have a dialect of their own which they 
use commonly in domestic conversa- 
tion. The children were  runninz 
around stark naked, and the women 
were apparently dressed in two gar- 
ments—a chemise and ae skirt. The 
men wore loose shirts. open in front 
and short trousers. All was of the 
same material, coarse, white cotton 
cloth, of their own manufacture. 

As we approached the village in the 


boat we heard plenty of noise, ‘‘mu-’ 


sic,’’ laughter, shouting. When we ar- 
rived' everything became as quiet as a 
gravevard,: Not a sound was heard. 
The ‘‘music” ceased, the men sat on 
their haunches and looked, but said 
never a word. The women whispered 
with each other. Not a. smile was vis- 
ible. After a time the children re- 
sumed play with the dogs. the -kids 
and the lambs, but the adults main- 
tained a grave and stern silence while 
we remained. which was until the fol- 
lowing morning. 

Our pilot. Pedro, went from house 
to house, and group to groun. and held 
whispered conversations. He _ subse- 
quently informed us that he was as- 
suring them that’ we were Americans, 
friendly Americans; that we had no 


kin with the Mexicans. but on the con- 


trary hated them. This was to be our 


passport. 

A couple of hours after we arrived, 
Pedro and a counvle of the women 
spread a mat under * shade tree in 
front of one of the cabins. Soon food 
was placed on it and we were Invited 


by Pedro to. partake. It was a very 
complete meal. There was mescal to 
begin with. Fish, baked lamb, fried 
por, chile-con-carne, tortillas, corn 
bread, vegetables and rich sweet milk, 
This meal was practically duplicated 
for breakfast before our departure next 
morning. "We gave money to Pedro to 
pay the people who furnished us the 
food, but he returned in a little wiile, 
handed back the money and explained 
that they would not accept it. He 
said that we were “amigo Americans.” 

Next day we reached Botocito, the 


largest Yaqui town, the residence of 


the chief, ond presumably the capital. 
The chief—I cannot now remember his 


nome, to was almost unpronouncable— 


was then an old man, perhaps /0 or 
upward, very austere, very dignified, 
very striking in appearance, being 
fully six and a holf feet high, with 
snow-white hair, reaching to the small 
of his back. The Yaqui, men and wo- 
men, wear no headgear, but invaria- 


| bly permit their hair to expand with- 


out fear of scissers. The old chief 
greeted us courteously, and with some- 
thing akin to cordiality. He con- 
versed in Spanish with Mr. Willard. 
He freely declared that he hated the 
Mexicans ond liked the Americans. He 
would not permit a Mexican, he said, 
to enter’ his: territory, but dclared that 
Americans would always be welcomed 
by him. I took a hand in the conver- 
sation. I had not command cf much 
Spanish, but Willard acted as intcr- 
preter. The chief, in response to my 
inquiries, said that there were about 
30,000 Yaquis; that he had 7000 fighting 
men; that he had 10,000 of the best 
rifles mode in the United states, and 
plenty of ammunition. He had aiso 
two Gatling guns, a recent purchase 
of which he seemed very proud, and 
he took us into his house and exhibited 
them. There they were, sure enough, 
enveloped in cotton cloth and® oiled 
ond cleaned to perfection. There were 
ten cases of guns piled up in a corner 
of the room, some Springfields, some 
Remingtons, and some Winchesters. 
There were also several cases of Colts 
revolvers, 

The o!d chief was entirely confident 
of the ability of his tribe to whip the 
Mexicans. He explained that he was 
a man of peace, and all that he de- 
sired was to be let alone. The Yayul 
Valley and its tributaries, he said, be- 
‘longed to his people from time immc- 
morial. They were never conquered 
by the King of Spain, nor by the Mex- 
ican government. The Mexicans he 
somewhat vehemently declared had no 
title to rule his people, nor.to encroach 
upon their londs. He admitted that 
the Yaqui country was rich in mineral, 
but said he discouraged mining, as the 
possession of much gold would have a 
demoralizing tendency on his people. 
He exhibited a cup half full of small 
gold nuggets, which, he said, Was 
picked up on one of the tributaries of 
the Yaqui. He also showed us speci- 
mens of goid, silver and lead quartz, 
which, he said, were taken from the 
adjacent mountains, 

I discovered that the old fellow had 
oa good deal of vanity, and I began to 
deal out flattery to him in judicious 
doses. I complimented him on the 
gcod order he maintained among his 
people, upon the evidences of thrift 
and, industry, and happiness that pre- 
vailed. It pleased him. I asked him 
about the system of government of the 
Yaquis. He looked surprised. When 
Willord put my question more in de- 
tail he arose with great dignity to his 
full height and slapping his breast 
said: “I govern.’”” The French King 
could not have been grander when he 
declared that he was the state. I bowed 
low. I asked how he maintained dis- 
cipline and crder. He arose again and 
invited us to follow him. He led the 
woy to a corral, In the center of the 
corral were five or six stout posts, 


about ten or twelve feet high. There 


were two men bound to two of these 
posts by ra 
were stretched above their heads at 
. The 


which the rope could passe 
way the men were'tied so sec 
tightly that they could not 
or down, over or hither an ei 
an inch. Both men were naked, excert 
for a smoll strip of cotton cloth around 
the hips. Their faces were covered 
with dried blood, and under 
the long hair which fell over 
their foreheads could be seen 
ugly gashes. chief explained 
that these men took too much mescal 
aboard a few nights previously, and 
rum amuck in the village, wounding 
several inoffensive people and finally 
carving each other in a moderate way. 
He had sentenced them to sixty hours 
at the stake. There they were, about 
three feet apart, facing each other, and 
could not move an eighth of an inch. 
Food was brought to them by friends 
and placed in their mouths. The chief 
explained that sometimes each side of 
all the stakes held a man. 

From the corral the old chief took us 
down close to the bank of the river. 
AS we approached we heard a lot of 
women chattering, and soon came in 
sight of some fifteen or twenty black- 
haired white-clad figures, who as soon 
as they saw the chief and strangers 
approaching, fled as fast as their legs 
could carry them. We soon saw the 
cause of the gathering. About twenty 
feet from the river’s brink the head of 
® woman stuck out of the’ ground: 
nothing else but the head. The body 
up to the chin was embedded in the 
earth. The freshly-dug earth was piled 
up over her body like a new-made 
grave. She spoke not, neither did the 
chief. He explained that she was a 
frail sister, an erring wife, and that 
stripped of all clothing she was buried 
up to her chin as a punishment, and 
would have to remain in that position 
for thirty-six hours. ThiS was how the 
old chief maintained order and disci- 
pline in his tribe. 

He explained to us, that while he was 
the chief, the ruler of the government, 
that every village had a captain, chosen 
by the people of the villages, and that 
these captains: helped him to maintain 
order, and were also his chief officers 
in case of war. 

The chief informed us that he had 
American visitors in his village fre- 
quently, but never a Méxican. The 
Americans who visited him were agents 
for the sale of agricultural implements, 
firearms, ammunition etc. I asked him 
how the Gatling guns and the heavy 
cases of rifles reached him without 
the Mexican government interfering. 
He gave a contemptuous snort, and 
said the agents delivered the arms and 
ammunition to his representatives at 


Nogeales, Ariz., and his representatives 


did the rest. 7 
The average Yaqui man stands over 


4 six feet high, full chested and straight. 


No finer body of men physically can 
be found/anywhere than the Yaqui as 
a whole. ey are os docile as children 
when at peace, and absolutely fearless 
at war. The Yaqui women are also 
splendid specimens of physical culture. 
There are no Yaqui half-breeds. All are 
of the pure blood. 

The Yaqui’ villages are scattered 
along on both sides of the river for fifty 
or sixty miles. Of course not more than 
one-ninetieth of the Yaqui lands dre 
under cultivtaion. But they are firm in 
their determinstion not to share their 
lands wth anyone else. It is safe to say 
that they are well prepared to meet 


the Mexican army. Every Yaqui man is 


@ soldier. They are a provident people, 
and are ever prepared for emergencies. 
It has been their custom for many 
years to keep at least one year’s food 


supply ahead. This, to provide against | 


possible crop failure or the calling out 
of the men to defend their land against 
invasion. Crop failures are infreqtent 
with them. for the reason that they do 
not depend upon nature for water to 
moisten the land. They have an exten- 
sive irrigation system, some of their 
ditches being more than one hundred 
years old. 


The Yaquis have no_ schools, but 


Their arms 


village. They have no priests of their 
own, but they tolerate the visits of 
Mexican priests from time to time. 
They believe they are Catholics, but 
their religion is a conglomeration, be- 
ing a mixture of about one-third. Cath- 
olicity and two-thirds Aztec barbarism, 
They have perhaps a couple of hundred 
boats on the Yaqui and its tributaries— 
heavy flat-boats, sail-boats, row-boats 
and canoes. 

The chances are that the Yaquis 
will be as well armed as the Mexicans 
in the coming contest. They are camped 
on their base of supplies. They know 
every acre of the country; it is @ terra 
incognito to the Mexicans. The Yaquis 
ore fighting for the patrimony inher- 
ited from their fathers. They “will fight 
well. The Yaqui country will present 
numerous difficulties to an invading 
army unfamiliar with it. The Mexican 
cavalry cannot be utilized to advan- 
tage. The country is gridironed with 
deep, swift-running rivers and streams. 
The foothills are covered with heavy 
timber and deep underbrush, and the 
steep mountains are rocky and preécip- 
itous ond can only be crossed by goats 
and Yaquis. A.

BANKS CHARGE FOR ACCOUNTS. 
The banks of Australia, according to 
the London Economist, have adopted 
the plan of charging a fee for the care 
of accounts that do not yield remuner- 
ative returns, It is stated that the 
banks have come to this point through 
excessive competition. The same ques- 
tion is coming up in Canada. A writer 
in the Journal of the Canadian Bank- 
ers’ Association urges that the time tor 
similar action has about arrived, say- 
ing that when rates of interest on good 
advances ruled from 7 to 10. per cent., 
and customers were always charged for 
exchange bought on outside points, 
the accounts of the traders could be 
kept free of charge to them. But now- 
adays, when interest rates have fallen 
from the above to 4 and 5 per cent. on 
first-class loans, it is apparent that 
banks cannot continue to make profits 
in this business without some compen- 
sating charges. 


COMMERCIAL. 
DECIDUOUS FRUIT SHIPMENTS. 
The shipments of deciduous fruits 
from the State to August 1 were 2870 
carloads against 2045 to the same date 
last year. The increase is much over 
one-third. 


A NEW SOURCE OF PROFIT. The 
high price of deciduous fruit is not the 
only source of profit to the growers, 
but there is a new item of profit this 
year. Heretofore the pits of these 
fruits were a source of expense in 
handling the crop. This year they pay 
a profit. Europe affords a market for 
all the fruit pit kernels to be had. The 
railroad has made a rating on these 
‘kernels at 1 cent per pound in car lots 
to Hamburg, Germany. The minimum 
carload is 30,000 pounds, and the rout- 
ing is all via the Gulf routes and 
thence Wy steamer to New York, 
thence in the same way to Hamburg. 
From that point they are distributed 
all through Germany and_ “France, 
where they are worked into prussic 
acid, almond oils and flavoring for 
confectioners and soap makers. 

French manufacturers of liqueurs, 
such as chartreuse, benedictine, and 
kindred beverages, are said to use a 
great many of these kernels. The shells 
are knocked off here and only the ker- 
nels are shipped. The pits sell in San 
Francisco at $9 per ton. Here the price 


is $7. 


NEW CROP TEA MARKET. A New 
York importer gave the American Gro- 
cer his views on the tea market as fol- 
lows: 

‘In the tea market the month of July 
was phenomenally a dull time, and this 
state of things was reflected in the last 
auction sale, when only 4000 packages 
were offered. The sale showed a. slight 
improvement in prices, due chiefiy to 
the fact that many buyers were short 
in certain grades, ond the sale gave 
them an opportunity of filling in. 

“The advance in price showed particu- 
larly in gunpowders, while emall-leaf 
Pingsueys were firm, and Japans main- 
tained the figures of the previous sale. 
Congous showed a slight improvement 
for extremely low grades, while India 
and Ceylons of better grades were eag- 
erly competed for, and delayed a rather 
large market. As has been the case for 
some months past, Fow Chows were 
very much neglected, ond sold at ridic- 
ulously low prices. When the style of 
the leaf of this tea is considered, we 
cannot help thinking that the lowest 
price has been reached for this year’s 
market. 

“The offering of Formosas of the fine 
grading and those of the high grades 
showed an advance -compared_ with 
previous sales, but the prices realized 
must show a sharp loss to importers. 
The balance of Formosas sold on the 
basis of previous~sale. 

“The new Japan teas ore arriving 
in quantity; also small- lots of new 
Formosas and Congous will reach here 
about the beginning of the month. The 
Formosas and Congous are said to be 
of unattractive quality, and are merely 
being rushed here to be first in the 
market; therefore very little interest 
is being taken in them by dealers, many 
of whom prefer the old teas of cup 
quality, rather than take the new teas 
with so poor an appearance and flavor.” 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS, 

CURING TOBACCO. When the 
leaves of the tobacco plant are mature 
and ready for harvest they are gath- 
ered and first laid on the ground to 
wilt—that is, to wither and lose their 
brittleness, says the Contem»parory 
Review. This done they are coilected 
into bundles and packed, top upward, 
into moderate-sized heaps to sweat. 
Matting is placed over the heaps and 
@ gradual rise of temperature begins. 
The increase in temperature is due to 
certain processes which are taking 
place within the leaves, whereby, as 
the leaves die, their more complex con- 
tents become broken down into sim- 
pler ones, with an evolution ef heat 
and water. The water thus given of 
is in vapor form, but it condenses 
again on the cooler matting covering, 
and it is the presence of this water 
which gives rise to the idea of the 
heaps sweating. Care and attention 
are needed at this time to prevent 
overheating, for did the temverature 
rise unduly, there would be darkening 
of the leaves and injurious drying. 
When the sweating is completed the 
leaves are dried, either slowly, by 
simple exposure to eurrents of sir, or 
rapidly, by artificial heat. Moldiness 
and consequent rotting .must be 
guarded against, and then, if all the 
conditions are favorable, in six or 
eight weeks the icaves will have turned 
a bright warm brown color, though to- 
bacco at this stage lacks aroma and 
flavor. The chief result of this process 
has been to effect a further alteration 
in the constituents of the tissues of the 
leaves. After it is completed moist 
air is again brought into play to soften 
the leaves and render. them pliant, 
and it is not till then that they are 
ready for the great process of fermen- 
tation in which, it is now asserted, the 
bacteria play so crucial a part. 

Fermentation has always been 
looked upon as a very important stage 
in the preparation of tobacco, but, if 
bacteriologisis are right, even greater 
stress must be laid upon it, for it is 
the .keystone of the whole and of par- 
amount importance. As a preliminary 
to it, the brown leaves are sorted and 
made up into hands or small bun- 
dles, containing perhaps from six to 
ten leaves apiece. All these separate 
bundles are collected and piled up into 
great heaps or solid stacks—a stock 
containing sometimes as much as fifty 
tons of todacce. Directly the stacks 
are compieted fermentation begins, 
encouraged by the warmth and mois- 


ture within, and now, too, begins the — 


production of aroma and flavor, And 
this is the work of the bacteria which 
inhabit these heaps, fof it is conclu- 
sively shown that these stacks are the 
homes and breeding places of myriads 
of bacteria—in fact, a complete flora 
of fungus life is to be found within 
them, for side by side with the bacte- 
ria are members from many otner 
parts of the great group of fungi of 
which the microbe life is only a smal! 
section.

Some offerings of new honey crop aTfe 
seen, but the crop is very short, and 
prices are firm. 

Barley threshing is going on. Buyers 
are offering freely 90 cents per cental. 
The yield is better than expected. 

The Lima bean‘’market is not active, 
but the. price has advanced to $3.90 per 
cental. 

» Beet slicing will commence about Au- 
gust 26. The Oxnard crop is very 
heavy, estimated at 200,000 tons. Part

CAREER OF REV. ELI FAY IN 
AMERICA AND ENGLAND. 


Closing Hours of a Commanding 


Figure in the Religious World, | 


After Seventy-seven. Years of 
Labor—White Whiskers on a 
 Rampage—Bride Starts for the 
Klondike, 


PASADENA, Aug. 9.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] A notable old man passes from 
the ‘scene in the out-going of Rev. Eli Fay, 
D.D., who at this hour lies dying at his 
home on South Euclid ovenue. Besides 
taking a place as one of the continental 
figures tn the religious history of this 
country for over half a century, Dr. Fay 
won prestige in England, where he labored 
for seven years. He has been a companion 
Qf great men and has exercised a wide- 
spread influence. 

Dr. Fay was born in Central New York 
in November, 1822 He was the second in 
@ family of fourteen children, and his par- 
ents being poor, he started out to make his 
own way in the world at the tender oge of 11. 
He educated himself, and soon found h's 
calling. He seemed to have been born for 
@& preacher. In his boyhood he used ‘to 
0 out and preach to the trees and rocks. 
n his é¢ighteenth year he was settled in 
the ministry of the ‘Christian denomina- 
tion,’”’ as it was then called, in New York 
city. . This differed from the “Christion 
déenomiration,”’ as it is known now. It was 

a liberal church, representing the heterodoxy 
of the day. The young preacher !abored 
in New York city until he was 28 years cld, 
when he was attracted to the cause of 

Unitarianism that focused at Boston, and 
assumed a pastorate in Leominster, Mass. 
For eighteen years he preached in Unitar- 
jan churches 
having three settlements. Then he went 
England, to take a pulpit in the city of 
Shefiield, and remained there seven years, 
preaching to great congregations and com- 
maniing ettentfon and respect. 

In 1882, for the benefit of his wife’s health 
and his own, Dr. Fay returned to tne United 
States and loceted in Los Angeles. Through 
his exertions there was built immediately 
a fina church edifice, which was burned to 
the ground in less than a year. Another 
=e was then erected. After preach- 


ng in Los Angeles about eight years, Dr. 
Fay retired from the active ministry and 
s00n came to Pasadena to live. For seven 


years: more. he acted as the ‘tnfrocked 
bishop” of the Unitarian denomination in 
this part of the country, and labored 


earnestly for its welfare. A year and a 
half ago hé was forced by failing health to 
abandon these duties. ° Since he has re- 
sided here Dr. Fay has been an inftuential 
factor in civic affairs, advocating the di- 
vorcement of municipal government from 
party politics. 

Dr. Fay was married three times. His 
last wife, to whom he wags united ten years 
ago, was Miss Harriet Kelsey of San Fran- 
cieco, than whom he had no more devoted 
edmirer and helper... His first partner he 
took at the age of 19, when he was a 
struggling preacher in New York. He had 
no children. One brother, E. G. Fay, is 
in business in Los Angeles. 

Dr. Fay’ has a great command of English, 
and was e forcible speaker in his prime. 
Perhaps what gave him his most potent in- 
fluence was his remarkably strong pereon- 
ality and his ability to impress his ideas 
on others. He wag often asked to write 
his memoirs, but never began them. The 
story of his labors and his associations with 
celebrities would have been very interest- 
ing. He was a great friend of the Unitar- 


jan apostle, Horace Mann, who died in his. 


arme. Antioch College, in Ohio, owes its 
stehding largely to Dr. Fay’s efforts in its 
behalf. In building churches on two sides 
of the continent, in laying-the foundations 
of educational institutions, as well as in 
his messages from the pulpit, and denomina- 
tienat«enthusiasms, Foy did a@° work 
~which will endure. His degree of D.D. was 
bestowed upon him by Tufts College. 

At 11 o’clock this evening the patient 
seemed to be slowly sinking to his end. He 
wag unconscious, one side completely para- 
lyzed, breathing with great difficulty, and 
one of. his physicians said it would be gsur- 
prising if he should live till morning.

The report also included a copy of 
the reply received from the secretary 
of the commission, who says that the 
purpose of the commission is to repre- 
sent the State as a whole. Among

Charles G. Yale, mining and. metal- 
lurgy; L. A. Emlay,.horticultural and 
agricultural; Thomas Hatch, forestry, 
W. H. McNeil, citiculture. 

Continuing, the secretary 0 
mission, says: 

“We cannot impress upon you too 


f the com-

our fresh fruit exhibit. A system of 
cold storage will be inaugurated at 
Paris by the United States commission, 
and by making shipments from your 
district twice a month, we will be en- 
abled to keep fresh fruits constantly on 
display.
